It should be understood that an ani-) 
mal always uses a certain amount of 
‘he food it receives to maintain the 
body. This is the first use to which 
he food is put, and is called the ta- ’ 
tion of maintenance.

’bove this amount is used for milk 
production, or is stored on the body 
>f the animal as fat. In the case of 
he young animal part of this excess 
s used for growth.

Ck K. 
Pokies, of the Missouri college of ag- 
ieulture. It is a serious 
mistake to 
eed a cow only enough to keep up 
ter body. She must receive feed to 
keep her milk production up to ca­ 
pacity. If a cow loses weight while in 
nilk, she is 
not 
receiving sufficient 
ood. A good cow*, if not fed enough, 
will produce milk for a time at the, 
expense of her body; that is, she will i 
ake the surplus flesh from her body 
md convert it into milk and thereby 
will lose live weight. 
On the other 
hand, when a cow is overfed she will 
begin to fatten in a short time. This 
condition may be corrected by giving 
her only the amount she needs for 
maintenance 
and 
milk 
production. 
Such feeding will maintain practlcal- 
y a uniform w*eight. 
Roughness is 
the 
first important 
consideration in the feeding of cows. 
V cow* is not 
contented 
unless her 
stomach is full. 
She

Brookfield Daily Argus, reporting tbs 
result, said:

In this they are untrue »o 
their trust and unworthy, not only of 
the positions they hold, but of 
any 
other ignitions in the public service 
In allowing their own political for 
tunes to control 
or 
interfere with 
their obvious duty, they 
betray the 
people and stamp themselves as lack 
ing those high essentials that should 
characterize every official worthy the 
honor and emoluments of official po­ 
sition. 
lf Missouri could 
have 
just one 
general assembly composed of men 
like the next governor, who not only 
are not seeking re-election, but who 
are determined never to accept an 
oilier office, those measures so badly 
needed would be enacted into law- so 
speedily that the work w-ould be ac­ 
complished and the 
body adjourned 
lo n g 'before the seventy 
days’ limit 
for the session expired. 
And that’s 
what 
Missouri needs 
right now—a strong, 
earnest, faith­ 
ful, sincere and unselfish body of men

onward progress, who will place pei- 
sona! considerations behind them and 
do th** things that need doing, with­ 
out fear and without favor, 
looking 
only to the common good of ail the 
people. 
Let us hope that the coming 
legislature will moot the emergency 
confronting it.

they will, have a determining effect

It should be point­ 
ed out that while there is usually a 
surplus of manufactured goods, there

The fanner of the future will 
live comfortably, and with ins auto­ 
mobile he will not be isolated as his 
ai her was. Cold storage w arehouses 
should be established in all centers 
of food distribution, 
so 
that 
food 
products can he shipped out to retail­ 
ers in small 
quantities 
as needed 
This 
would 
prevent 
their 
going 
through several hands, with addition 
of freightage and other costs. These 
warehouses should be subjected tc 
governmental regulation and inspec 
lion. Also the people should acquire 
the habit of carrying their own food 
home as far as possible, thus saving 
the enormous cost of delivey to the 
door. It. would be much better, too 
if people would pay cash, thus saving 
the cost of bad bills. 
More can be 
done by action along these four lines 
than by any other process.

lf You Do, It Will Collect Bacteria, 
and the Bread Will Have a Sour, 
Unpleasant Taste, So Miss 
Root Said Last Week. 


Home made bread, if well made, is 
to be preferred over bakers’ bread, ac­ 
cording to Miss Addie D. Root, of the 
Missouri College of Agriculture.

making is more important than the 
kind of yeast. 
If yeast is allowed to 
stand in a dusty place or is put into 
an unsterilized vessel, it will collect

Yeasts are small plants which need 
air. Flour, therefore, should be added 
slowly and beaten 
into 
the 
liquid 
thoroughly to incorporate air. 
Sugar 
is food for the yeast plant and if given 
to it will hasten its growth. 
If dough is too stiff, a harsh, crum 
bly bread results. 
The least amount 
of 
flour 
possible to avoid a sticky 
dough gives the best bread. 
The quick even stroke in kneading 
counts for more than the strength put 
into it. 
A thorough kneading distrib 
utes the yeast plants evenly through­ 
out the dough and results in bread oi 
the best texture as the gas bubbles 
rise evenly. Dough should be kneaded 
until it has a smooth velvety surface 
If kneaded longer than 
thirty 
min 
utes, the elastic quality is completely 
destroyed. 
Yeast plants thrive at a temperature 
of from 79 to 95 degrees Fahrenheit 
When dough is set to rise, it should 
be placed in a clean bowl, if the bowl 
is covered tightly and an even temper 
alure maintained, it is not necessary 
'either to oil or moisten the surface tc 
prevent a crust from forming. 
If the 
temperature is too high the bread will 
be 
dark, 
coarse 
and sour, 
lf the 
dough is chilled while rising the vol 
time will be smaller, the texture rub 
bery, and an undesirable crust § will 


I form. Best results are obtained wher 
dough is kept at a gentle, warm, ever 
( temperature until it is twice its bulk 
1 and then worked.

Baking requires as much care a.* 
I mixing, 
kneading 
and 
rising. 
The 
(temperature of the oven should be 36< 
j degrees Fahrenheit w hen the bread it 
placed in it. 
It should be allowed t< 
j rise after fifteen minutes and loweret 
after thirty minutes. The bread shoult 
begin to brown in patches during th 
first fifteen minutes and should hav( 
ail even brown surface 
after 
thirty 
minutes. 
If the dough is not twic 
its original bulk or as light as dc 
sired, it may be allowed to finish ris 
ing in the oven.

colorful diplomatic reception because 
of the war, and also the time-honored 
New Year’s reception for the public, 
in accordance with the custom Presi­ 
dent Wilson set 
when 
coming into 
office. 
In place of the diplomatic reception 
there will be twro diplomatic dinners. 
The Entente diplomats and all neu­ 
trals will be entertained at the first 
and the Teutonic diplomats and all 
neutrals will be guests at the second. 
The embarrassments 
which might 
be caused by inviting the representa­ 
tives of the warring powers to rub el­ 
bows at the same reception mav be 
more imaginary than actual, but they 
are regarded by the social managers 
as having possibilities, notwithstand­ 
ing that it is said the ambassador of 
one of the 
principal 
Entente allies 
and the ambassador from one of the 
principal Teutonic pow*ers always ex­ 
change courteous greetings w’hen they 
pass on the street. However, the pro­ 
gram has been arranged to keep the 
warring diplomats apart. 
The social events all come on Tues­ 
days instead of 
Thursdays, 
as for­ 
merly; the season begins earlier and 
ends in February instead of March,
